Try herbs. They'll awaken 


the sleepiest of appetites 


Choose a spot near the 


k i t c h e n . That way you'll 
find it easier to use herbs 
more often. Assure yourself 
of a d e q u a t e sun. You can 
improve soil with ample ma- 
n u r e, leaf mold or com- 
posted humus, tilled or dug 
under to a depth of 8-10 
inches. 


Herb gardens are perpet- 


ual, 
so it pays to prepare 


their appointed place well. 
You can enjoy herbs even 
with a winclowsill garden. 
Many people do and it is 
quite easy. 


An old wagon wheel, a 


checkerboard of s t e p p i n g 
stones, or a simple border 
under the kitchen window 
will do if sun and drainage 
are right. Avoid downspouts. 
Watch for shade if too close 
to a porch, fence or neigh- 
bor's home. 


Chives, dill, sage, sweet 


basil, rosemary and thyme 
are basic herb starter plant- 
ings. Care of these is reason- 
ably easy. Regular mulching 
with composted leaves, ma- 
nure and top-dressing each 
year is advised. 


Cultivation is as simple as 


for flowers and vegetables, 
according to facts from "The 
Practical Book of Organic 
Gardening." S o u n d , basic 
gardening principles apply. 


Consider the r e w a r d s . 


Chives yield mild onion fla- 
vor chopped in soups, sauces 
or stews. Sage e n h a n c e s 
poultry, sausage, meats and 
fillings. 
Thyme's aroma s e a s o n s 
meats, soups, dressings or 
stews. Rosemary lends zest 
to sauces and meats. Dill 
seeds and leaves are a pick- 
ling basic. Basil, marjoram 
and others to suit your in- 
clination can truly add new 
spice to your life. Go herbs, 
organically, this year.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I have 


been 
taking 
Lanoxin 
for 


heart rhythm. I believe my 
trouble is due to nervous dis- 
orders. I have no chest pain, 
etc. Sometimes I notice no 
r h y t h m disturbances 
for 


weeks and then it s t a r t s 
again. I take one small tab- 
let of Lanoxin a day by pre- 
scription. Is this a dangerous 
or unsafe medicine to take 
over several years? I know 
that stomach gas seems to 
start my rhythm disturb- 
ance. 


Dear Reader—Lanoxin is 


the t r a d e name for one of 
the 
digitalis preparations. 


Most of these products used 
today, like Lanoxin, are pur- 
ified drugs. They have an in- 
teresting history. Originally 
they came 
from 
a 
plant 


called foxglove and 
when 


lirst given to patients were 
brewed us a tea. The noted 
English physician, William 
Withering, 
discovered 
the 


drug by observing that an 
old lady in the countryside, 
who was thought to be a 
witch, brewed tea for people 
who had "dropsy" or accu- 
mulation of fluid.

Baseball Tips 


THE STRADDLE HOP—Sfort with 


f«t together, hands at side!. Jump 
up and spread feet opart, about 
shoulder width; swing arms up and 
cup hands overhead. Spring back to 
storting position. Repeat 10 times to 
start. 


TRUNK TWIST—With feet slight- 


ly apart, place hands on hipt, rotate 
trunk of body to left, then swing 
back to right. Repeat 10 times to 
start. 


TOE TOUCH —Stand with feel 


shoulder-width opart. Keeping legs 
straight, 
bend 
forward 
and 
with 


sweeping motion touch tight fingers 
to left toes. Straighten up and re- 
peat, touching left fingers to right 
toes. Repeat fire times to start. 


JOGGING IN PLACE—With arms 


bent at elbows, chin up, chest high 
and hands slightly closed, begin to 
run easily in place. Time yourself. 
Run for one minute. Rest. Run an- 
other minute. 


SPRINT POSITION—Crouch with 


left leg extended backward, hands 
flat on ground. Now with easy jump- 
ing motions alternate legs, bringing 
left up to bent position and extend- 
ing right leg to rear. Repeat five 
times to start. 


ARM CIRCLES —With feet only 


slightly a p a r t , standing straight, 
eyes looking ahead, raise arms from 
sides and stretch horizontally. Make 
clockwise orm circles for 10 counts, 
then counterclockwise circles for an- 
other 10 counts.

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) — 


Though the United States has 
held the Davis Cup for several 
years now, anyone who thinks 
Americans dominate the tennis 
world needs to take a look at 
the World Championship Tennis 
pro circuit. 


The WCT tour, slightly the 


stronger of the two pro tennis 
groups, is dominated by foreign 
players, who make up the lead- 
ing four money winners this 
year—Rod Laver and Ken 
Rosewall of Australia, Tom Ok- 
ker of the Netherlands, and 
Cliff Drysdale of South Africa. 
The highest U.S. players are 
Arthur Ashe and Marty Ries- 
sen, fifth and sixth. 


The $50,000 WCT event here 


is proving even less hospitable 
to Americans. After two rounds 
only two U.S. players remain in 
the field of eight.
